slip of paper the 
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Test Your Seed Grain 
Yourself. 


——— 


Every careful farmer should 
thoroughly test his seed grain 
for strength of germination this 
spring. The serious. adverse 
weather of last fall sprouted a 
large quantity of whkat in the 
stooks, thus rendering it very un- 
safe for seeding purposes this 
spring. 

When the germinal in the 
wheat berry thas once been awak- 
éned to life by moisture and 
heat, and has sprouted to even a 
small extent, and then is dried 
up again and shrivelled, it is prac- 
tically totally destroyed. I[t is 
just like a newly created foetus, 
sudd)nly deprived of nourishment 
it dies and cannot be restored, 

Every farmer can successfully 
test his own seed wheat or oats, 
or in fact any other seed which he 
wishes to sow. 

Let him tak? a soup plate and 
place upon the bottom of this a 
piece of blotting paper and 
thoroughly wet this blotting 
paper. Then count out one 
hundred wheat grains from his 
seed pile just as thy come, with- 
out any special selecting, and 
place these on the wet blotting 
paper, Any insurance company 
‘will furnish thea: ‘blotters free 
of charge. Then place over 
these another piece of wetted 
dlotting paper and keep this plate 
on the kitchan ghelf where it 
will be kept at an even ‘house 
temperature of say 65 degrees F. 
Keep the blotting paper wet at 
all times, 

After four days count out the 
sprouted grains throwing these 
away, and marking down on a 
number of 
sprouted grains, This will give 
vou the germination percentage 
after four days. If eighty grains 
an? sprouted then your germin- 
ation at four days is eighty per 
cent. Count the sprouted grains 
again at the end of ten days, and 
add these to your first count, 
then you have the germination 
percentage at thi: end of ten days’ 
test. You may shave another 
ten or twelve grains sprouted at 
this tenth lay, which will give 
vour grain a 90 or 92. per cent 
germination. 

Do not select tht: plumpest ker- 
nels for this test, but take the 
wheat berries just as they come 
from the actual pile vou wishi to 
seed, 

If it is desired to test a number 
of samples of grain, a row of 
saucers may be used and a long 
strip of flannel placed over these 
saucers and pressed down to the 
bottom of each saucer, © Thin 
allow each end of this strip of 
flannel to ‘hang in a dish of water. 
The capillary action of the water 
passes the moisture throughout 
the whole length of the strip of 
tlannel, thus keping it constantly 
wet, Count out your one ‘hund- 
red grains into each saucer, 
cover each with another saucer 
and place on the kitchen | shelf 
vy in an even temperature for 
four days, when you proceed in 
your examination as before. Be 
sure to throw away all sprouted 
grains as vou first count then 
so that you will not recount them 
the s¢cond time.
